On May 17, the Conservative gov- 
ernment held a vote on extending 
the mission in Afghanistantwo 
years beyond its former deadline of 
February 2007. As parliamentarians 
debated the mission, Cpt. Nichola 
Godard became the 16th soldier to 
die in Afghanistan. The vote passed 
149 to 145. 

Remarkably, some parliamentari- 
ans questioned what exactly our 
mission was—this in the fifth year of 
our country’s occupation of 
Afghanistan. And many Edmontoni- 
ans still don’t know exactly why 
we're there (see sidebar), or how 
long the mission will take. 

Edmonton Centre Conservative 
MP Laurie Hawn has no doubts 
about the mission. He says Canada 
is there to “keep the Taliban off the 
back of the new government,” and 
prevent Afghanistan from becoming 
a “failed state.” 

“If we don’t try to support the 
government, I know how things will 
turn out, We'll be fighting the drug 
battle in our streets, Afghan women 
will be subjugated still, and children 
won't be in schools,” Hawn says. 

He compares the threat of the Tal- 
iban to Hezbollah, Hamas, and, 
notably, the Nazi party of World 
War IL. 

“There is no religious value in any 
organization that advocates geno- 
cide,” he explains. 

Of course the picture isn’t so sim- 
ple. Opium production has soared 
under the Hamid Karzai govern- 
ment—our ostensible allies. And the 
Karzai establishment includes some 
unsavoury characters like Gen. Dos- 
tum, a former Northern Alliance 
commander and warlord who has 
maintained his own militia in the 
north ever since the Taliban govern- 
ment was toppled in 2001. —

Afghanistan, the subjugation of 
women is still a fact of life in many 
regions of the country, including the 
northern provinces where, in April 
2005, a 29-year-old married woman 
was stoned to death for committing 
adultery. The Taliban may not be in 
charge, but extreme fundamentalist 
Islam hasn’t disappeared. 

None of this troubles Hawn, who 
admits it can be tough to identify the 
“good guys” in i But 
some of those bad guys are in the 
government Canadian troops are 
giving their lives for. As Human 
Rights Watch notes, “over half the 
members of the new parliament are 
linked to armed groups or have 
records of past human rights abus-

SUPPORTING THE TROOPS 

The questionable utility of the 
Afghanistan adventure has led 
many Canadians to grapple with the 
question of whether they can sup- 
port the troops but criticize the mis- 
sion. Glenn Caswell, an enrolled 
reserve soldier who grew up with 
Canada’s latest wartime fatality, Cpl. 
David Braun, in Raymore 
Saskatchewan, says the decision of 
whether the war is right is not up to 
the soldiers. 

“Put your body in gear and your 
mind in neutral,” is a common mili- 
tary motto, according to Braun. “Tf 
you're there, you don’t have much 
of a political opinion, whether you're 
fighting your neighbour or whoever, 
there’s no questions...” 

But that doesn’t mean the soldier- 
to-be thinks the public should forget 
the cost of our mission.in 
Afghanistan. In fact, Caswell hon- 
ours dead soldiers on YouTube.com 
with a homemade memorial video 
for those killed in Afghanistan. He 
says he fears the media will “desen- 
sitize” the public, and reduce the 
dead to mere statistics. 

“There needs to be the distinction 
that you're serving, following 
orders, doing everything you're told 
to do. These people died doing 
exactly that,” he says. 

It’s up to Canadians to decide if 
those orders are the right ones.

Not a gay day for Morton 


CALGARY MLA AND TORY LEADERSHIP 
candidate Ted Morton's controver- 
sial Bill 208 was blocked by the 
opposition in the provincial legisla- 
ture last Monday, to the relief of 
human rights activists. Morton has 
promised to bring the bill back next 


spring. 
Bill 208 would have allowed mar- 
riage commissioners the freedom to 
deny same-sex couples the right to 
marry. But as Ralph Klein himself 
has said, the bill would only 
enshrine what's already government 
policy. ; 
“Commissioners already have 
that kind of latitude,” says Eoin 
Kenny of Alberta Government Ser- 
vices. “If someone has an objection 
to marrying two men or two 
women, I’m not sure forcing some- 
one with those beliefs to perform the 
ceremony would be what anyone 


wants.” 

Ralph Klein told reporters this 
May said that asa licensed marriage 
commissioner, he wouldn’t perform 
a same-sex ceremony, and he 
wouldn't force civil servants to 
either. 

“He's entitled,” says Kenny. 
“Nobody brought a hate-crime 
charge against the Premier. Marriage 
commissioners have that right to opt 
out as it is.” 

Bill 208, though often referred to 
as the “gay-marriage bill”, also con- 
tains sections that would have 
amended the School Act and the 
Human Rights, Citizenship, and 
Multiculturalism Act. 

“Tt protects someone exercising, 
opinions against same-sex mar- 
riage,” says Julie Lloyd, an Edmon- 
ton human rights lawyer. “And Mr.

City off-target on Kyoto 


THE CITY OF EDMONTON'S EFFORTS TO 
meet Canada’s Kyoto targets will 
fail, says a new report from adminis- 
tration. 

The report on Edmonton’s Carbon 
Dioxide Reduction and Energy Strat- 
egy (CORE) received by City Coun- 
cil on Tuesday, says “no matter how 
successful we are with public out- 


reach, small initiatives and aware- 
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ness building, we will be unable to 
reach our GHG [greenhouse gas] 
reduction goals.” 

Officials estimate the city will be 
three million tonnes off Kyoto’s six 
per cent reduction target. 

Coun. Linda Sloan believes there 
may still be hope, if the city can get 
new initiatives targeting commercial 
and industrial carbon emitters 
underway. 

“What | want to get a sense of, on 
a larger scale, is what is being done,” 
she says. 

“I know Epcor has a program 
with tree planting as one initiative. 
We're not doing that, but it’s some- 
thing we're looking at.”

Mork does Alberta 


Alberta’s sorry reality show 


IT’S LIKE A ROBIN WILLIAMS MOVIE 

For years, it seemed that all Robin 
Williams movies had virtually the 
same story line—Williams’ character 
would be inserted into, and take 
over, a fairly static situation; he 
would alter the circumstances and 
lives of those in that situation drasti- 
cally; and then he would leave the 
situation with nothing resolved and 
people's lives completely in the air 

Whether it was English students 
at a private boys’ school, American 
servicemen in Vietnam, or even cata- 
tonic seniors in a hospital, when 
Williams would leave after two 
hours of jokes and funny voices, 
their lives were likely to be in greater 
disarray than ever as a result of his 
having been there. 


Certainly, in the same way that 
Mork’s English students embraced 
literature, or his soldiers in Vietnam 
received a small daily reprieve from 
the horrors of war, the situation in 
Alberta is not entirely negative. Our 


economy is growing faster than ever, 


unemployment is the lowest it has 
ever been, and government rev- 
enues continue to climb at a record 
pace: 

It has become crystal clear, how- 
ever, that the current pace of eco- 
nomic growth and development 
cannot be maintained. 


IMPROV GOVERNMENT 

We are doing irreparable damage

We are on the verge of a severe 
housing crisis in the province that 
will dwarf even today’s record 
homelessness numbers. 


Watching Ralph Klein this week, 
in the legislature for his last session 
ever, it occurred to me that a movie 
about Mr. Klein as Premier would be 
an absolute natural for Robin 
Williams—you could call it “Mork 
Does Alberta.”

The over-heated economy is now 
starting to wreak havoc on housing 
Prices across the province—the aver- 
age single-family dwelling in Cal- 
gary is currently valued at $400,000, 
with Edmonton not far behind.

Meanwhile, there has been no 
long-term investment or economic 
diversification by the government, 
which makes our economic future as 
a province even more tenuous, on 
top of everything else. 

Yes, Ralph Klein’s tenure as Pre- 
mier has been dynamic and full of 
rapid change. Yes, his mean-spirited 
jokes and pithy quotes have 
endeared him to many. 

But like the student in Dead Poets 
Society who committed suicide, and 
the seniors in Awakenings who were 
rapidly deteriorating by the end of 
the movie, we too stand to suffer the 
consequences of a complete lack of 
vision and consideration of the long- 
term by someone in a position of 
power. 


REWRITING THE SCRIPT 

A fly-by-the-seat-of-your-pants 
attitude and quick tongue may be 
funny in the movies, but in govern- 





ment they are a recipe for disaster. 

Hopefully, Albertans recognize 
this, and move quickly towards a 
government that is thoughtful, 
visionary, and genuinely concerned 
with the long term well-being of its 
citizens. 

In the movies, we never see what 
happens to characters after the 
Williams character leaves and the 
credits roll. In Alberta, we still have 
the opportunity to undo the damage 
caused by Mork in his sojourn as 
Premier. 

Weare at a critical juncture in the 
development of our province, and it 
is incumbent upon Albertans to take 
responsibility for our future, and to 
exercise that responsibility thought- 
fully and conscientiously. 

Otherwise, after the credits roll, 
we will have no option but to fade to 
black. Robin Williams movies 
almost never have sequels.

Yet our shining kingdom's media 
and governments, instead of treating 
ongoing and massively successful 
attempts to disrupt our civilization 
with a thought-out decision to not 
act terrorized, reward each new 
knock on the gate with ten times the 
panic and self-seriousness these mis- 
guided acts to please ol’ “no God but 
God” deserve. 

What a fucking pathetic display 
by all sides, the end being so pre- 
dictable that I’m seriously looking 
into two offers of free land outside 
the cities to build myself a sex 
fortress on.

DISGRACING OURSELVES 

Five years on is as good a time as 
any to really ask ourselves, scientifi- 
cally, if the data supports our experi- 
ment. Since the cockpunch blip of 
9/11 somehow became more impor- 
tant than the sacrifices of hundreds 
of thousands over the decades repre- 
sented by Nov. 11 (remember?), 
what have we, the enlightened, actu- 
ally managed to accomplish in the 
eyes of those looking back a thou- 
sand years at us? Moreover, are we 
happier? Freer? Braver? 

Collectively, I say we've acted like 
a bunch of shivering kittens, hiding 
under thicker and thicker blankets 
during a thunderstorm, overprotect- 
ing ourselves and teaching any 
would-be Jihadist that the slightest 
plan they come up with will be met 
with such overkill and pomp, such 
reaction, that they'd be nuts doing 
anything but trying to piss us off. 

So what to do? With reasonable 
vigilance, let’s catch those misguid- 
ed fools and drown them in hard 
evidence that life over here is better 
than the damaged place that drove 
them to destroy us. 

But instead of globally advertising 
their exact methods—thereby 
improving them while turning the 
creators of said plans into shahid 
superstars on magazine covers and 
inconveniencing the shit out of 
everyone anywhere within 100 miles 
of their action—what we need to do 
most is suck up a little Zen and quit 
acting so fucking worried, especially

By Todd Babiak

Babiak’s sophomore novel funny but slight

TO THE MASSIVE CONTINGENCY OF 
Edmontonians who read the Edmon- 
ton Journal on a regular basis, the 
release of Todd Babiak’s The Garneau 
Block should come as no surprise. 
Originally released in a chapter-a- 
day format within those pages, the 
novel's novel publishing strategy 
appealed to the example set by lumi- 
naries such as Dickens, Dos- 
toyevsky, and Alexander McCall 
Smith. Babiak, the culture columnist 
for the Edmonton Journal, also held 
the honour of being the first novelist 
serialised in Canada. 

The novel is a soap-operatic take 
on the lives of residents of the imagi- 
nary Garneau Block of Edmonton. 
Asan homage to Edmonton's idio- 
synerasies, there are plenty of digs 
that only Edmontonians will under- 
stand, from references to the Fringe 
to the minutiae of Strathcona geog- 


7 raphy to our city’s need to be “need- 


lessly complicated, unsure, artsy, 
and angry,” in comparison to Cal- 
gary’s simpler, oil-richer, confidence. 


= Even in its forays into the macabre (a 


suicide attempt on the High Level 
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Bridge) The Garneau Block resonates 
strongly with anyone who has spent 
much time on the south side. 

The major problem with the origi- 
nal serial was its intensely confusing 
beginning. The rapid introduction of 
a dozen or so characters, the mystery 
of these “Let's Fix It” signs, and 
something about someone being 
murdered or committing suicide is 
simply too much for any reader to 
tra 


Along with the general caveat of 
serialised novels—missing a week of 
installments potentially ruins things 
for the reader—it felt as if Babiak 
was writing too quickly, without a 
really strong sense of the greater nar- 
rative arc. Stylistically, the original 
was also occasionally cringe-worthi- 
ly bad. 

Luckily, in its bound version, 
Babiak has edited out the worst of 
his prose. And, because it’s one 
book, the problem of missing out on 
plot twists is also eliminated. The 
first eight chapters, however, are still 
manifest with the same head-spin- 
ning surfeit of information. The orig- 
inal illustrations in the Journal are 
sorely missed; there, at least, readers 
had corny comic-strip mnemonics 
for all the characters. 

Once Babiak settles into the story, 
however, The Garneau Block starts to 
shine. He has the ability to portray 
scenes with skill, economy, and sen- 
sitivity, plus he’s genuinely comical. 
Though the humour is typically 
directed at the foibles of the commu- 
nity-minded middle class, it’s hard 
not to chuckle at one character’s 
hypocritical boycott of Starbucks 
(she'll drink a Starbucks coffee only 





if she can’t buy the same drink at the 
Sugarbow1 and only if her husband 
goes in and buys it for her) or at 
another pregnant character's blos- 
soming romance with the unsus- 
pecting not-father of her unborn 
child. ; 


Occasionally, the satire relies too 
heavily on cliché, though this may 
only matter to some Edmonton 
readers: we have the wannabe PC 
politician living in the River City, we 
have the stereotype of the man who 
hit it rich in oil. 

Babiak is also shaky on things aca- 
demic. One example is the wholly 
fantastical plot twist wherein a uni- 
versity professor loses his tenure 
within days of having slapped a stu- 
dent’s bum (there’s one meeting 
with department officials and the 
former Professor is discharged with- 
out severance) is totally insulting to 
women who have actually experi- 
enced the labyrinthine and unjust 
processes of attempting to report on 
sexual harassment within academia. 

Ultimately, this feel-good illusion 
of a world where sexual transgres- 
sors are swiftly punished is 
inevitable given the environment in 
which The Garneau Block was creat- 
ed: one in which middle-of-the-road 
writing is carefully constructed so as 
not to offend, and where comfort- 
able audiences have the opportunity 
to poke gentle fun at their comfort- 
able idiosyncrasies. Although no one 
can deny that Edmonton should be 
embraced as legitimate literary geog- 
raphy, Babiak’s latest shows there’s 
still plenty of room for other writers 
to explore this terrain.

Black Cat Press has been operating as a 
full-time business since the mid ‘90s. The 
entirety of its small staff (varying between Wwo 
and six employees) is unionized. Though it 
largely operates as a commercial printer-— 
committing stationery, business cards, 
newsletters and the like to paper—when BCP 
obtained a book-binding machine some 
ee , it began to expand into paper- 

k pabehings 

Founder Malcolm Archibald explains that 
Black Cat's philosophy negotiates within tight 
real-world constrictions: providing quality 
printing at a price that the less-monied can 
afford, using environmentally-friendly materi- 
als, all the while ensuring that these mea- 
sures do not sacrifice the ’ welfare. 
“Most of the paper we use qualifies for a 
recycled logo and we even use forest-free 
paper,” he adds, 


“We are still feeling our way around” 
publishing paperbacks, “but the Anarchist 
Book Fair has provided a welcome stimulus.” 
According to Archibald, one of the difficulties 
facing this new publisher is simply “attracting 
publishable material—until you have a few 
tiles in print and prove you can distribute 
them properly, there isn’t much in the way of 
prinkle manuscripts coming in.” 

Alter noticing the dearth of anarchist and 
social libertarian literature available in 
Edmonton, Sean Boomer started Black 
Books, a distributor of such materials, in 
August of 2003. 

A former employee of Audrey's Books, 
Boomer drew on his experience dealing with 
publishers and ordering stock in creating 
Black Books. He has a shelf of his books at 
Earth’s General Store, and also at tables at 
various events around town, including the 
Book Fair this weekend. He also occasionally 
organizes readings, such as when Richard 

came to town to promote Gramsci is 
Dead last fall. 

Though Black Books largely remains a 

labour of love for Boomer, and Black Cat

AN ELDERLY WOMAN SITS ON A 
couch strewn with colourful cro- 
cheted afghans, speaking to an inter- 
viewer in heavily accented English, 
her grey hair tied up and her dark 
eyes gazing out from behind thick 
glasses. 

‘[The police would arrest you 
because you'd start a fight with 
them, but the way that I fought, they 
couldn't see it. So they'd arrest me 
because I was in the crowd. They 
didn’t see me do anything.” 

So says former union and labour 
activist Sonia Farber in a scene from 
The Free Voice of Labour: The Jewish 
Anarchists, just one of the films being 
shown this weekend at the 2006 
Anarchist Bookfair (Bozo Texino, a 
documentary about graffiti painted 
on railway cars, is another) 

An annual event, the Bookfair 
gathers together like-minded indi- 
viduals from Edmonton and beyond 
to highlight anarchist thought and 
community. Cinematic pleasures 
aside, this year’s fair will feature 
workshops on direct action in the 
workplace, accessibility issues in 
activist work, and the FBI’s crack- 
down on radical environmentalists. 

Being a bookfair, however, litera- 
ture will be plentiful both AK Press, 
an international worker-run book 
publisher and distributor, and 
Edmonton’s Black Books, which spe- 
cializes in the distribution of anar- 
chist literature, will join radical 
bookstores from Saskatoon and Cal- 
gary in vending political literature 
that is hard to find (if not impossible) 
the rest of year 

Topping it off, Black Books is col- 
laborating with Black Cat Press in 
republishing two out-of-print collec- 
tions of writing relevant to the con- 
temporary anarchist in honour of 
this year’s book fair, The Selected 
Short Works of John Reed and Peter 
Kropotkin’s The Conquest of Bread. 

Reed, who worked as a iournalist 
in the United States in the early 20th 
century, wrote “articles on the Unit- 
ed States and the politics surround- 
ing American entry into the First 
World War,” says Sean Boomer, one 
of the organizers of this year’s event. 
“[They] give an interesting perspec- 


















tive on the early twentieth century, 
one that is eerily resonant today.” 

Kropotkin’s work, as “a classic of 
anarchism,” proposes a stateless 
society in which, Boomer explains, 
“a 30-hour work week should be an 
easily achievable goal. His vision 
stands in opposition to a culture of 
pet rocks and planned obsoles- 
cence.” Both writers, in Boomer’s 
opinion, deserve to be read more 
widely and their ideas integrated 
into any anarchist critique of today’s 
status quo 

But who are these anarchists?

Despite the racier, more socially 
antagonistic moments of anarchist 
history depicted in The Free Voice of 
Labour that fall into the stereotype of 
anarchist activity—leading to the 
naive conclusion that the movement 
has done little but fight cops and 
bash in Starbucks windows since it 
began—Boomer is quite clear about 
the appeal of anarchism as a way of 
life. Anarchism, for one, does not 
equal violent, anti-state activity 

“There is no anarchist demo- 
graphic. We're the people you see 
every day, riding bikes, driving 
minivans, waiting in line at the 
bank.” Although they tend to appear 
in “in housing and food co-ops, in 
groups opposing poverty, in envi- 
ronmental and labour organiza- 
tions,” Boomer points out that, 
“anarchists have always counted 
and still do count among their ranks 
religious believers from a variety of 
traditions, so you'll also find them in 
churches, synagogues, mosques, 
and, increasingly, occult and New 
Age groups.”

Heroic measures 


Helen Gerritzen explores the transformation impluse at SNAP 





TRACHEA AND THE HERO, AND OTHER 
SUCH STORIES...

IT ENDS BADLY, AS MOST ANC TENT 
Greek romantic excursions tend to. 

Apollo (god of light, poetry, the 
lute, and all-around homecoming 
king of the Olympic pantheon) quar- 
rels with Eros (the busybody little 
cherub in charge of planting that 
kick in the loins you get when you 
really want to kiss someone). 

In retaliation, the little imp fires a 
lust-tipped arrow into him just as 
Apollo glimpses the lovely nymph 
Daphne, daughter of the river god 
(and unfortunately-monikered) 
Peneus and committed virgin. 

Apollo pursues her regardless, 
and she runs. He gives chase— 
Greek gods not being the kind to 
take no for an answer—and at the 
moment he is about to overcome 
her, Daphne pleads with daddy to 
save her. Doing what any good 
father would do, he turns her into a 
laurel tree. 

Apollo, overcome with grief and 
regret and generally being melodra- 
matic, adopts her leaves as his arbo- 
real insignia, using wreaths of them

“4 like the idea of working with 
transformations,” observes Helen 

Gerritzen. “I think that’s why I'm 

drawn to printmaking, because it’s 

kind of a magical process.” 
Aside from the physically trans- 
formative acts that occur in practices 


such as printmaking, art itself is 
based on the transformation of an 
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idea into a personal expression of 
meaning that can be read ina wider 
cultural context. 

Gerritzen confesses to having a 
collector's compulsion, and she 
squirrels away fragments of the real 
world as well as images and fictional 
and non-fictional knowledge. 

“1 love to work with symbols. I 
salvage things and use found forms 
a lot,” she notes. “I don’t like to 
know too much about a story, 
because it impedes symbolism. I 
originally knew the story of Daphne 
through books as a child—Ovid’s 
Metamorphoses. | was re-reading it 
and was just struck by the passage 
where she turns into a tree—that 
moment where she draws her last 
breath as a human. Im not a scholar. 
| just use the story as inspiration. My 
work tends to be about male/female 
roles and relationships. I wanted to 
illustrate the transformation but pre- 
sent it in contemporary work.” 

Classical mythology is endemic as 
a subject in pre-moderm art, and 
Daphne's tale has been tackled in 
paintings, etchings, drawings, and 
sculpture by artists like John Singer 
Sargent and Gian Lorenzo Bernini. 
The latter’s life-sized marble cre- 
ation, sculpted during the Enlighten- 
ment, captures the same moment 
that obsesses Gerritzen. 

However, Gerritzen has pared 
down the narrative and worked 
with it as a series of evocative 
ciphers that question the story's 
heroic acts. How heroic is it to aban- 
don your physical body, or induce 
another to do so? 

Gerritzen found her symbolic 
stand-ins for the un-lovers via 
serendipitous observation. “I teach 
at the U of A, and we had a drawing 
class with cadavers, and I noticed 
the trachea looks like a branch.” A 
windy day walk near Mill Creek 
Ravine provided her with her “tra- 
chea,” and the branch stands in for 
Daphne's body in the work. Ger- 
ritzen claims that the representation 
of her counterpart, Apollo, was for 
her a given. 

“Antlers are such a strong story 
symbol—very universal.” 

Aesthetically, the duo works gor- 
geously, suggesting that each is the 
other’s shadow. Gerritzen exploits 
this quality, invoking actual shadow 
in some of the prints and keeping a 
slight eerie green from accidental 
plate oxidization as the only colour 
throughout. 

The show demonstrates the trans- 
formation of the concept as she 
worked through it, beginning with 
collage-type prints on a smaller 
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scale, moving through large photo- 
graphic prints that isolate the ciphers 
(including architectural elements 
that suggest lungs), and building to 
massive prints that powerfully 
evoke the hunter and the hunted. 

She ends with a piece that hints at 
a new stream of work—an empty 
unicorn enclosure from a medieval 
tapestry. 

“My hope is that people will want 
to walk into the enclosure. That they 
will want to put the helmet [antlers] 
on.” 

Gerritzen concludes, “In the end, 
the scale was important, so that the 
viewer has a personal relationship 
with the work.”

THERE HAVE BEEN SOME RUMBI INGS 
lately to the effect that I might be a 
bit of reverse food snob meaning | 
only like little seedy out-of-the-way 
places and tend to slam the nicer 
well-established long-time Edmon- 
ton favourites. | don’t think that’s 
necessarily true, but I can see where 
my wife and kids would think it, so 
to prove them wrong I made a reser 
vation for Madison’s Grill in the 
Union Bank Inn 

Let me say right off the bat, it was 
very good. But... 

First off, I can’t quite decide what 
to think of their wine list. They fea- 
ture quite a good selection of Cana 
dian wines, which is encouraging, 
but the Canadian wines they offer 
really aren’t all that special. In fact, [ 
didn’t find much on the list to be 
very interesting, except they offered 
a white Yalumba Viognier, which is 
one of my all-time favourite wines in 
4 moderate price-range (about $17 in 
a wine shop, $32 on the menu— 
that’s reasonable). The Viognier 
grape varietal is generally ass ciated 
vith French wine growing regions 
but the Australians have also been

producing it for a number of years 
and are doing a great job. This one in 
particular has a great bouquet of 
honeysuckle and citrus, along with a 
really delicate lychee finish 

We ordered mussels for an appe- 
tizer, which arrived steaming ina 
rich broth with fennel and Pernod to 
give it a nice liquorice flavour. It was 
good, but the mussels were a little 
on the small side and somewhat 
overcooked. Additionally, the broth 
was very salty 

Keeping in mind our wine selec 
tion, Nona ordered sablefish (quite 
honestly, I don’t know what that is), 
which came with mascarpone ravioli 
ina cream sauce. decided on the 

3rome Lake duck with gnocchi. 

My duck breast was cooked toa 
perfect medium rare, and was subse- 
quently tender, and dare I say, suc- 
culent. Likewise, Nona’s fish was 
cooked perfectly, and the ravioli was 
a nice accompaniment, but... the 
ravioli were tossed ina white sauce 
that was heavily bound with a roux. 
(It was far too thick and greasy. A 
roux is a mixture of equal par ts fat 
and flour that liquid is slowly stirred 
into to produce a sauce). The delicate 
nature of the ravioli and fish really 
would have been better served by a

white wine and cream reduction. So, 
it was good, but it wasn’t great. 

Like I said, my duck was good 
too, but that should be expected. The 
little gnocchi nuggets that came with 
it were also tasty but they had been 
tossed in oil or butter and they were 
really quite greasy. 

The big disappointment for me 
was the veggies. I had some little 
steamed cauliflower florets with a 
token wedge of red capsicum and 
miniature squash. They were all fine, 
but they were an afterthought.

Paul Ross was looking for a new 
musical outlet. “It’s weird just how it 
happened. Someone who knew SJ. 
and I were suggesting we had simi- 
lar musical sensibilities,” says Ross. 

Maygen worked at a blues bar, and 
my brother Barrett did sound for 
some shows there. Barrett was 
encouraging her to join a band with 
me.” Eventually and inevitably, the 
two sibling pairs started playing 
together earlier this year. 

The sound didn’t quite gel imme- 
diately, but after analyzing how they 
all played, it became clear to them 
that an instrument shuffle was in 
order. Maygen and Barrett swapped 
roles, with her picking up the key- 
boards.and him reverting to drums. 
With the adjustment, the Blood 
Lines roared to life.

Once they found their aural foot- 
ing, they knew they would record 
immediately, a decision made easier 
by the fact that SJ. has studio experi- 
ence and access. “We wanted to 
push ourselves.to get songs to get 
down,” Ross states. “Some of it was 
older songs SJ. brought in, some of it 
we wrote together or S.J and I 
brought in part of and we finished 
together. I’m quite surprised at how 
cohesive the CD is, since we record- 
ed as we wrote at different times and 
in different situations. We play 
together consistently—we'd start 
recording, set a regimen to do it— 
and that forces energy through the 
system and it organizes itself.” 

Ross adds that they started book- 
ing the tour before they finished the 
album. “It was fast, but I had a cer- 
tain opportunity to go, I had some 
time off work, we had songs. It set 
this deadline for us. | find a lot of 
times that good music is lost because 
it’s neglected—so there's an urge to 
get it down right away. Then after 
it’s done, you can let it go. It frees 
you up for making new stuff if you 
haven't had two years ago of play- 
ing the same song. I think it’s vibrant 
that way. I don’t want to give too 
much thought to it, but tension 
brings new music.”

THE OC: TODAY'S BIGGEST AND 
hottest record label in the music 
industry. 

It’s true: The Killers got their 
break from being featured The OC. 
So did Imogen Heap, Death Cab For 
Cutie, and The Subways. It just so 
happens that, when a relatively 
unknown band’s music is show- 
cased alongside the breathy lyricism 
of Leonard Cohen's “Hallelujah,” 
instant recognition is typically the 
result. And for Los Angeles pop- 
rock outfit The 88, this was exactly 
the case, 

The 88 are one of two unsigned 
bands to have had tracks featured on 
The OC Mix Volume 1, and because 
of the group's independent status, it 
was a momentous occasions. Once 
their music was licensed by the 
show, the independent—and still 
independent—quintet started 
attracting attention, giving them the 
chance to export their swarthy pop- 
rock sound to audiences across 
Canada and the U.S. 

“1 didn’t know what [The OC] was 
at first, but hearing everyone talk 
about it, | was excited to be affiliated 
with such a popular show,” says The 
88's keyboardist Adam Merrin. 
“Being an independent artist and not 
being on a major label, this was the 
perfect opportunity to get the music 
out to a lot of people.’ 

“We've had a lot of songs from 
our debut album [Kind Of Light] on 
TV shows and movies, which has 
helped us gain a lot of exposure,” 
Merrin continues. “We put the 
album out ourselves on a very small 
label, so that kind of exposure has 
been really significant in getting our 
name out there and making people 
more familiar with our music.” 

Although Kind Of Light proved 
successful (especially its opener and 
first single “Hide Another Mistake,” 
which aired on the season premiere 
of The OC), The 88 hopes their latest 
record Over And Over will do the 
same. So far, The 88 have found 
songs from Over And Over on sound- 
tracks and trailers for films such as 
You, Me And Dupree, Failure To 
Launch, and Little Miss Sunshine. 

But according to Merzin, these 
stints aren’t just a case of unbeliev- 
ably good luck; rather, they’re an. 
indication of how hardworking the 
group is, and from his perspective, 
there’s nothing better than seeing all 
of their time and energy pay off in 
the form of accomplishment. 

“We all have big goals; it’s easy to 
get down and frustrated in the 
music business today because things 
are so different than they used to be, 
and big record companies aren’t 
signing acts like they used to, so 
you're forced to do it yourself and 
find other ways of promoting, like 
having your songs in commercials or 
movies,” Merrin explains. “It’s a dif- 
ferent way of making it, rather than 
having a hit on the radio, which is so 
difficult these days.” 

Indeed, The 88 have made it 
incredibly far. However, Merrin 
claims they've reached the ceiling on 
how far they can go on their own, 
and they need someone to take them 
higher. The 88 believe that they have 
everything in the right place, from 
their music to their live show, and 














while the prospect of being signed to 
a major label is closer than it is far, 
there are still pros and cons to the 
situation. 

But even if (or, I guess, we should 
say when) The 88 sign a deal, there’s 
no doubting that they'll keep plug- 
ging away at their instruments as 
hard as ever. 

“{Being independent] has given 
us a lot of freedom to do what we 
want, like how the album looks and 


sounds,” Merrin says. “As far as 
negative things go, I think being on a 
bigger label would just give us more 
money to market the band ina 
broader sense. Even major labels 
haven't even done some of the stuff 
we've done. I think we're one of the 
first bands to have done so much of 
our own out here, all without a 
label.”

LURKING IN A SMALL TOWN JUST 
outside of Vancouver, chaotic indie- 
prog-metal-punk outfit Mothra have 
been plotting and scheming since 
the release of their self-titled debut in 
2005. 

A bass-driven three-piece, the 
band layers thick slabs of fuzzed-out 
bass on top of stuttering and com- 
plex drum patterns. Karla Miller 
handles most of the vocal duties, 
avoiding the shrieking cacophony 
that seems inevitable from the first 
few seconds of “Untitled I” (all 12 
songs are untitled), opting instead 
for a more melodic approach topped 
off with a little bit of synth work that 
goes a long way. 

Impressively, Mothra cut their 
debut after a mere two months of 
existence. That's the kind of circum- 
stance that can make’ bands cringe 
when looking back upon the fruits 
of their labour, especially after a 
solid year of playing shows and 
settling into their skin a little more 
comfortably. 

Not so, Miller says: “I don’t regret 
recording the record as early as we 
did, I'm really happy with how it 
sounds. Things have naturally pro- 
gressed, you know, and come 
together a little more. I feel that 
we've developed our sound a lot 
more since then. I wouldn't say that 
the songs themselves have changed, 
but they’re definitely a lot tighter.” 

Mothra’s debut garnered them 
enough interest to head out to Cana- 
dian Music Week in Toronto this 
spring, where they headlined a 
showcase at Sneaky Dee’s and took 
in the surrounding festivities. 

“CMW was really fun; we'd never 
been to Toronto before. We had a 
really good reception, and we man- 








aged to get some good exposure as 
well,” says Miller. A showcase spot 
can occasionally lead to bigger 
things, though Mothra kept their 
expectations reasonable and their 
motives simple. 

“We saw a lot of awesome bands. 
It was really neat to play for people 
who’d never seen us or heard of us. 
After the showcase, we got some 
interest from here and there, but 
we'll see. It’s made getting things 
done a little easier, having that expe- 
rience.” 

But with another recording on the 
horizon, the band plans on gaining 
some more experience playing live 
and getting exposure before they 
head into the studio. Well, that and 
actually writing an album's worth of 
songs. 


“We are writing right now, and 
we're hoping to record early next 
year. We don’t have a label, so we'll 
be doing it on our own. We just 
want to get out there and get more 
experience playing live. When we 
get back we'll really start to crack 
down.” 

In the meantime, Mothra contin- 
ues to play shows with bands of all 
stripes and colours, from pop-meis- 
ters Moneen to electronic metal wiz- 
ards Genghis Tron. 

“We get a nice diverse crowd out 
at our shows,” Miller enthuses. 
“There's all the younger kids, plus 
the 45-year-old music nerds who lis- 
ten to prog. It’s cool. We're not really 
for the casual listener.”

Bob Dylan’s electrifying 420 days revisited

ALBUM 52 (OUT OF 100) 

THE TRUE REIGN OF BOB DYLAN 
lasted some 420 days: from January 
14th, 1965, to March 9th, 1966. He 
was barely 25. 

In January, he'd begun recording 
his fifth album, Bringing It All Back 
Home, and while Dylan had gone 
electric on record prior to it, the step 
was more definite this time. 

In England, where Dylan toured 
in April and May, he was labeled 
“Judas,” alienating many old admir- 
ers. In July, the definitive break 
occurred: first, on the 20th, with the 
single “Like A Rolling Stone,” and 
five days later, when Dylan and 
band got properly booed at the 
Newport Folk Festival after having, 
they said, saturated the Mecca of — 
folk with brutal, deafening, uncivi- 
lized rock music. The die was cast: 
Dylan spent the summer of '65 in 
Columbia Studio A, in New York, 
recording Highway 61 Revisited, com- 
pleting his transformation from folk 
troubadour into a cynical, electric 
rock poet 

In September, Dylan released the 
single “Positively 4th Street,” and in 
February ‘66 began the recording of 
what would become rock’s first dou- 
ble album, Blonde On Blonde. 

These 420 hectic, frenetic, and at 
times confusing days were, without 
a doubt, some of Dylan's most pro- 
ductive and important. 


ALLEREALLY WANT TO DO 

One reason for the confusion was 
that he wanted to free himself from 
expectations and demands in a deci- 
sive way 

Even during earlier stages of his 
career, Dylan was straying away 
from traditional! folk and protest 
songs. Many tracks that were record- 
ed, but never released, bear witness 
to that. But in '65 the rising tension 
was somehow resolved, as though 
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LECH LINKIEL 


someone had cut all the bonds that 
held Dylan in place. 

Between ‘65 and ‘66 Dylan fired 
on all cylinders. Wherever he was 
he'd jot down ideas for new songs— 
in cafés, at friends, and before per- 
formances. He used tablecloths, 
serviettes, and anything he found 
handy to immediately capture the 
quickly fleeting thoughts. Often he'd 
arrive in the studio with a half-fin- 
ished idea, to be completed there 
and then. His musical development 
was dynamic and brimming with 
energy; the electricity didn’t merely 
emanate from the amps and guitars. 

Dylan’s poetic discharge found a 
completely new dimension. From 
having been an interesting, search- 
ing, but ultimately traditional song, 
writer, who knew his Woody, his 
Leadbelly, and his Blind Lemon, 
Dylan erupted with lyrics that no 
one had previously heard in this 
context, aspiring to the level of 
American greats like Walt Whitman, 
TS. Eliot, and Allen Ginsberg. 


THE WICKED MESSENGER 

“Like A Roiling Stone” begun as a 
10-page long document of hatred 
and revenge. Dylan wasn’t even 
sure he had a real song here, until he 
arrived at the line “How does it 








feel?” The alienation resurfaces in 
“Just Like Tom Thumb’s Blues,” 
which brings to mind both the poet- 
ry of Rimbaud and TS. Eliot's “The 
Love Song of J. Alfred Prufrock.’ 

Occasionally, Dylan raises smoke 
screens, being more diffuse than 
usual—as in “Ballad of a Thin Man,’ 
the interpretation of which has met 
with little consensus. Dylan himself 
hasn’t helped, smugly satisfied with 
his own ambiguity. 

The highpoint of the album 
arrives last on “Desolation Row,” 
where Dylan guides his audience 
through yet another murky world 
populated by an even more peculiar 
catalogue of individuals than the 
preceding “Tombstone Blues.” 

It’s an epically laid out, almost 
Biblical long poem—taking some 11 
minutes to sing. 

In between, Dylan had taken his 
audience to a grotesque carnival in 
the company of, among others, 
Sleeping Beauty, Casanova, Einstein, 
the Good Samaritan, and, of course, 
TS. Eliot. The connections were 
rapid and surprising but not 
mechanically repetitive. 

In the same manner that Eliot 
built up the theme of “The Waste 
Land” with the help of quotes, 
Dylan had created a type of meta- 
poetry where borrowed literary bits 
formed the basis of the narrative.

that the times may be a changin’ yet again. 

“It's usually the person who's established, has money, and 
they're backing up and building the car they always wanted,” 
he says of his average customer. “Occasionally we get the per- 
son who comes in—very few nowadays—in the 18 to 25 range 
that wants that car. But it's coming back, it really is. They're 
starting to realize that if you buy a normal car it's a disposable 
car; you buy a Camaro or Firebird, it has value.” 


FEEL THE ENGINE ROAR 

Generally, bigger is better in terms of motor size vis-a-vis 

the market worth of first generation Camaros, which started 
with the six-cylinder base car and moved on up to the 327, the 
optional 350, the 396, and the “very rare” (according to David 
T) 427. However, the most valued of the early models proves 
an exception to the rule—the '69 Z-28. 

“Tt seems to be documented as North America’s favourite 
sports car,” says T. “The new Camaro that's being introduced is 
a copy of that model. The '69... the body lines, the drive-train, 
what was referred to as a 302 motor... the 302 was a special 





design motor that revved very high, high rpms—lots of power 
for a small motor. To have that car, that motor, all original, is 
a very expensive car ($75,000 to $100,000). The SS model 
with a 396 is equivalent to it, but everybody seems to want the 
302-Z, because the Z only came in the 302. 

“The big block—the 396 and 427—very good cars to have, but 
not as rare. Then you get into the ‘70s, and most people want a 
four-speed versus an automatic, it’s more of a sports car 

“The early '7Os, '70 to '73, are really desirable years. So, 67 to 
*69, 69 on its own, and then '70-'73, those are what everybody 
wants, but there's only so many of them and they cost so much. 
Everybody down the line settles for whatever appeals to them.”

Lady Vengeance has enough visual 
imagination for about six films, and 
it’s so densely packed with details, 
events, and digressions that it almost 
feels like six movies by the time it’s 
done with you. Park’s camera is 
nimble, his eye for composit ion 
sharp, his transitions clever, his wit 
deadpan, and his willingness to 
appall a bit farther beyond the pale 
than viewers of mainstream thrillers 
are used to. 

The sheer inventiveness with 
which Park constructs his fantasti- 
cal-yet-gravid world is disarming— 
even at its grimmest, Lady Vengeance 
has a cinematic exuburance not 
many thrillers can match. 

For the first hour or so anyway, 
when Park's patient unveiling of his 
story-apparatus accounts for much 
of the suspense. But then Lady 
Vengeance falters during its final 
third, the madcap momentum taper- 
ing off toward an emotional climax 
less engaging than that preceding it. 
That said, the closing scene is both 
elegiacally beautiful and hilariously 
absurd, which is pretty consistent 
with Lady Vengeance’s tone. 

Park's previous “revenge” film, 
Oldboy, strikes me as a more success- 
ful marriage of these disparate ten- 
dencies, although Lady Vengeance 
shares its furious and unique cre- 
ative energy. 

It will be interesting to see where 
Park Chanwook steers his formida- 
ble talent next, and if all this may- 
hem was enough to get revenge out 
of his system.

ARTISTIC LICENSE CAN BE USEFUL 
especially when one wants to 
express a controversial position and 
avoid the ire that may provoke. 

Take Shakespeare's “historical” 
dramas, for instance, hailed as out- 
standing works despite grossly dis- 
torting historical facts. Shakespeare, 
of course, was rarely concerned with 
history. For him the mists of time 
merely served as a disguise, saving 
his head from being lopped off 
because of the comments he was 
making about his own era. 

Hip-hop has elevated music's 
established tradition of interpola- 
tion—or, “stealing,” if one doesn’t 
care for technical distinctions—to 
new heights, and as prominent 
exponents of the genre, OutKast are 
familiar with artistic license. But 
with Idlewild, their first feature film, 
they engage in it not so much to dis- 
guise a controversial position as to 
daub themselves in plenty of style, 
as they've previously done in the 
music videos for “Hey Ya!” and 
“Roses.” History serves as mere win- 
dow dressing. 

Like many of their peers, OutKast 
are currently enamoured of the leg- 
endary music, the dapper fashions, 
and the suave moves of swing 
music—though not so much with 
the racial segregation, poverty, and 
other problems that went with it. 
That isn’t a big deal since their aim

clearly isn’t to romanticize anything 
but themselves: André “3000” Ben- 
jamin as the perpetually misunder- 
stood, brooding musical genius, and 
Antwan “Big Boi” Patton as, well, 
the Bad Boy. In the process, their 
vision of small town Georgia endur- 
ing prohibition and the Great 
Depression manages to Lindy Hop 
its way from idle to wild and back 
again. 

Two childhood friends, Percival 
(André 3000) and Rooster (André’s 
real-life childhood friend Big Boi), 
seem destined to follow in the foot- 
steps of their father’s—one as an 
undertaker, the other as a bootleg- 
ger. Percy’s a tortured artistic soul 
who spends his days with the 
deceased in the funeral parlour run 
by his daddy (Ben Vereen) and his 
nights among the living, pounding 
the keys at the speakeasy Rooster 
happens to inherit—complete with 
its debts—when its owner, the some- 
what unpleasant Sunshine Ace 
(Faizon Love) and his associate, the 
gangster Spats (Ving Rhames), are 
ventilated by the somewhat more 
unpleasant Trumpy (Terrence 
Howard). 

Rooster attempts to fend off the 
bad guys, run the joint, and keep his 
family despite his notorious infideli- 
ty, while Percy undertakes a 
romance with the club’s new head- 
liner, out-of-town singer Angel 
(Paula Patton, no relation to Big Boi), 
in what essentially are two separate 
plot lines that occasionally intersect.

As 
is, the soundtrack is mostly dominat- 
ed by John Derney’s melodramatic 
orchestrations. 

However, despite a plot that 
strays cleanly into the predictable, 
Idlewild doesn't fall nearly as flat on 
its face as celluloid efforts of other 
popular music stars. More Bugsy 
Malone than The Cotton Club, if not 
Under a Cherry Moon, it could well be 
a Purple Rain for the noughties. 

Certainly, it contains the tenderest 
instance of necrophilia—Percy 
croons to a corpse he’s prepping for 
the speakerbox down below—since 
Vincent Price donned the guise of 
the Abominable Doctor Phibes. 

It's hip, colourful and, if you dig 
this sort of window-dressing, enter- 
taining, firmly establishing OutKast 
as one of hip-hop’s most ambitious 
acts of the past decade. 

Which, quite likely, is all it was 
meant to do.

IMAGINE THE DIFFICULTY GEORGE 
Bush wouid have executing his “war 
on terror” if he couldn’t enlist men 
and women to sacrifice their lives for 
the mythical greater good. David 
Zeiger’s Sir! No Sir! returns to Viet- 
nam and the untold story of soldiers 
who decided that they simply didn’t 
want to go to war 
“General, man is very useful,’ 

said Bertolt Brecht. “He can fly and 
he can kill. But he has one defect: He 
can think.” The aphorism launches 


Zeiger’s story, one that he has strug- 
gled to teli since he dropped out of 
college to travel to Killeen, Texas, 
home of the G.I. coffee house known 
as the Cleo Strut (a shock absorber 
ona helicopter). In the late 60s and 
into the ‘70s, the G.I. coffeehouse, 
whose patrons included an assort- 
ment of civilians and disenfran- 
chised soldiers going to and return- 
ing from Vietnam, became synony- 
mous among the troops with the 
anti-war movement 

Sir! No Sir! opens with a beautiful 
shot of planes flying over North 
Vietnam dropping their charge onto 
villages, creating a pastiche that is 
finged with bitter irony. As patches 
of grass and thatched roofs of huts 
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eral Motors came up with their first 
electric car in 1996. The EV1 was a 
lithe and sexy little number that 
recharged at night and got upwards 
of 120 miles to the charge. The pilot 
group of drivers all reported that it 
ran silently, smoothly, and fast; EV 
recharging stations were built across 
California. 

It looked like the dawning of a 
new age for car enthusiasts and 
environmentalists alike, but while 
GM was trumpeting the arrival of 


catch fire, Howard Levy recalls the 
US government's unique strategy of 
recruiting a dermatologist to exam- 
ine the Vietnamese victims of the 
bombing as a way for the Army to 
ingratiate itself in the region. 

This absurd scenario is brought to 
life through faded black and white 
stills of Levy hard at work, poking at 
the skin of young Vietnamese chil- 
dren. Imagine, dermatology by the 
people that brought you Agent 
Orange. It didn’t take Levy long to 
recognized the ridiculous hypocrisy 
of the situation. His decision to “just 
say no” to war made him one of the 
first members of the military to pub- 
licly denounce U.S. Vietnam policy. 

Zeiger deftly pits Levy's story 
against another bit of newsreel 
footage from a deserter who 
describes in gruesome detail the 
“rabbit lesson,” wherein a cuddly 
creature is killed and flayed right 
before the eyes of would-be soldiers 
just before they take off to Vietnam. 
The point: kill or be killed. The sol- 
dier goes on to describe how an old 
woman from a North Vietnamese 
village, in the wrong place at the 
wrong time, is sacrificed as an exam- 
ple of American supremacy. 

For his blatant disregard of his 
patriotic duty, Levy spent three 


the EV1 through media and car 
show appearances, it was also secret- 
ly measuring it for cement shoes.

So—what happened? 

Well, any number of things, 
depending on whom you ask and 
what their relationship might be to 
the EV1. Lots of theories abound 
with the talking heads in Who Killed, 
but Paine and a few cynical 
observers posit something else. It 
seems that in 2002 General Motors 
and the federal government took the 
state to court, requiring them to 
modify the ZVE mandate to so that 
manufacturers were no longer 
forced to produce electric cars— 
instead they were given the option 
of producing hybrids and fuel cell 
vehicles. Thus was the newly born 
technology killed just as it was tak- 
ing off in popularity, and for the 
most spurious of reasons. 

The oil industry, the manufactur- 
ers, the government, the con- 
sumers—everyone gets accused of 
complicity in this “murder,” but it’s 
fairly obvious who Paine really 
thinks are the culprits. He approach- 
es the film like someone inspecting 
the crime scene, interviewing wit- 
nesses and exploring possible moti- 
vations. 

With lots of stock footage of the 
car and happy EV1 owners (plus 
Tom Hanks happily expounding on 
its wonders to David Letterman) the 
film scans like a car commercial 
hijacked by David Mamet. There's 
maybe a little too much proselytiz- 
ing on the part of car aficionados, 
more than enough footage of the 
vehicle tooling around L.A., but 
more than enough righteous energy 
to make up for it. 

Who Killed the Electric Car? has the 
tone of an activist call to arms, but 
there's also a great deal of anger in it. 
It’s the kind of anger you feel from 
seeing the same culprits lined up for 
blame in just about every similarly 
themed documentary to come out in 
the past four years or so, and realiz- 
ing that they’ve gotten away with it 
again.

IN THESMALL SUBURBAN COMMUNITY 
of Agrestic; everyone has a nice 
house, drives a shiny SUV, boasts a 
nice green lawn, and has a couple of 
kids they groom appropriately and 
take to soccer practice.

Weeds is a drama/comedy series 
about the obvious, it is also about

Luckily, 
Weeds itself is a light-hearted satirical 
romp through suburban America 
equally as addictive. 

The series follows the trials and 
tribulations of Nancy Botwin (Mary 
Louise Parker in stellar form), a wid- 
owed mother of 
two who, in order 
to provide for her 
family, has picked 
up selling mari- 
juana to local pot- 
heads young and 
old—the funniest 
eomienuinans REVIEW 
cilor Doug Wilson (Kevin Nealon), a 
professional accountant/ stoner pro- 
viding most of the comic relief. 
Botwin is joined in her venture by 
elusive brother-in-law Andy (Justin 
Kirk) and a hard-assed yet comfort- 
ing black family who supplies the 
inventory. (A quick note: some 
could argue the black characters are 
heavily stereotyped but, to be fair, 
everyone's a caricature in Weeds.) 

Through the course of the season, 
Nancy will have to confront various 
obstacles: prescription marijuana, 
territorial dealers, financial hard- 
ships, her two sons’ growing pains, 
and her own grief after losing her 
husband. 

Good friend Celia Hodes (the 
delightfully evil Elizabeth Perkins) 
seems to be the only one not privy to 
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Botwin’s wheeling and dealing — 
Hodes’ husband Dean himself a 
notorious weedster—and mean- 
spirited clashes with overweight 
daughter Isabelle are at once hilari- 
ous and horrifying. 

By the end of Season One, Botwin 
grows ever closer to becoming 
weed-queen of the county, setting us 
up for a twist ending that will ensure 
Season Two to be a rollercoaster ride 
filled with laughter and heartbreak. 

With plenty of extra features to 
boot—multiple commentaries, fea 
turettes (including recipes), and a 
marijuana mockumentary— Weeds: 
Season One is a nifty little DVD pack- 
age to be enjoyed over and over 
again. 

Trust me: one quick puff on them 
Weeds guarantees you'll be Bogart- 
ing that shit in no time.

Black Coffee scrupulously details 
the history of and political implica- 
tions behind the drink of choice for 
students, long haul truckers, café 
habitués, and deadline stricken 
writers. 

From its purported discovery in 
Ethiopia through to Egypt and on to 
Europe—where it helped facilitate 
artistic and scientific advances as 
lovers of the bean gathered to dis- 
cuss and argue at newly established 
cafes—coffee has not only helped 
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all-nighters, it’s been a genuinely 
revolutionary force of sorts. 

A revolution that, unfortunately, 
hasn’t transferred to the coffee pro- 
ducing nations being squeezed by 
first-worlders jonesing for their 
morning brew. 

While pondering the route that 
coffee has taken to become the plan- 
ets legal stimulant of choice, the doc- 
umentary also takes a hard look at 
the way in which countries like 
Brazil, Guatemala and Colombia are 
beholden to the market, pumping 
out beans for richer nations that 
don’t pay enough for a coffee work- 
er to be able io even enjoy the fruits 
of their own labor. 

Other topics include the coffee 
break as marketing ploy, instant cof- 
fee, the rise of the specialty coffee 
shops, use of third-rate beans from 
Vietnam as a tool to undercut other 
nation’s beans—basically anything 
and everything to do with the sub- 
ject, and told in a light and entertain- 
ing way. 

It's a thorough and rigorous film 
that doesn’t leave much out. Origi- 
nally a three-part NFB production, 
Black Coffee feels just a touch over- 
whelming when watched in one sit- 
ting. 

That's not a complaint, just an obser- 
vation—the amount of information 
disseminated in this film justifies the 
length. 

It doesn’t ramble, but it sure does 
exhaust—at just under three hours 
long, you not only have time to quaff 
a pot while w atching it, but also 
grow a plant and roast the beans.

3-Day Novel Contest back for another year 


JAMES JOYCE SPENT SEVEN YEARS writing Llysses. 
Thomas Pynchon took 17 for Vineland. Darren Zenko 
hopes to write his novel in three days. 

“Well, no,” he laughs. “It can’t possibly be a finished 
novel, but something fixable, something that has hope 
within it.” 

Zenko is one of a dozen writers (whittled down from 
over 150 applicants) who will be competing in this 
year’s 3-Day Novel Contest, sponsored by 
BookTelevision and Chapters. 

From midnight Friday to midnight Monday the con- 
testants will be sequestered in the Chapters store at 
Calgary Trail and 32 Ave. with nothing but food, a 
computer, and two pages of notes for their would-be 
masterworks. 

The finished novels will be judged by a three-person 
panel comprised of: local writer and Edmonton Journal 
columnist Todd Babiak, local writer and activist 
Minister Faust, and Vancouver writer Jenn Farrell. 

“It's amazing how many people want to be novel- 
ists,” says Tate Young of BookTelevision, which will be 
airing live broadcast updates every couple of hours for 
the entirety of the event, as well as packaging clips 


together for a documentary which will air this October. 
“So many people have that dream that they want to be 


published novelists, and it’s tough to do.” 

Zenko is well aware of the hardships of the literary 
life, having made a living (barely) as a freelance writer 
for 12 years now. 

“It’s brutal, it's a hard road to hoe,” he says. “You 
have to lower your standard of living quite a bit. You 
want to havea car? You want to drink top-shelf liquor? 
Sorry, buddy, geta job.” 

But, says Young; the life of novelist isn’t much easier. 
In fact, it isn’t any easier. “A first book you're lucky to 
sell a thousand copies,” he says.

The strangest revelation was that after 
one member of a lesbian couple became a 
man, they were able fo get married 
in California. | thought California didn’t 
allow gay marriage. Doesn't the fact that a 
marriage is legal if one partner gets a sex 
change kind of turn all the anti-gay-mar- 
riage arguments on their head? | mean, 
how do you think the bible-thumping 
Republicans would take to that argument?

Yeah it’s fucked up, particularly when you 
read all of Paul Vitello’s piece [“The Trouble 
When Jane Becomes Jack,” Sun Aug 20] 
and leam that many transmen don’t bother 
getting their genitals swapped out. Building a 
reasonably functional penis is a hell of a lot 
more complicated than building a reason- 
ably functional vagina—so there's not much 
incentive for transmen to get an “ersatz 
penis,” to use Vitello’s term.
